Mr.  Eugene  H.  Holeman,  a rep- 
resentative of  the  Nashville  Ex- 
change Club,  who  is  a state  chem- 
ist with  the  Tennessee  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  and  Mr. 
Dan  Hicks  of  the  Nashville  Fire 
Department,  talked  to  the  stu- 
dent body  about  fire  prevention. 
Mr.  Holeman  elaborated  on  the 
causes  of  fires  and  Mr.  Hicks 
talked  with  us  on  ways  to  pre- 
vent fires  in  your  own  home. 

It  is  appalling  to  think  that 
about  12,000  persons  are  killed 
and  twice  that  number  injured 
every  year  in  home  fires.  Prop- 
erty loss  is  in  excess  of  750  mil- 
lions each  year!  These  thousands 
of  personal  tragedies  could  be 
prevented,  if  people  who  live  in 
those  houses  would  observe  the 
ordinary,  fundamental  rules  of 
fire  prevention. 

After  listening  to  these  two 
men,  it  certainly  should  make 
us  more  aware  of  fire  hazards 
in  the  home. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Hicks 
awarded  Billy  Pfeiffer  a badge 
for  being  the  leader  of  the  M.B.A. 
Fire  Patrol.

I Hivereal  Military 
Training  Art 
Passed  By  Congress 

The  Universal  Military  Train- 
ing and  Service  Act,  recently 
passed  by  Congress,  is  of  vital 
and  personal  concern  to  you,  in 
that  it  imposes  an  eight  year 
military  obligation  on  all  young 
men  after  June  19,  1951,  who 
have  not  previously  served  in 
some  branch  of  the  armed  forces. 

The  purpose  of  this  law  is  to 
provide  the  armed  forces  of  our 
country  with  a steady  and  con- 
tinual flow  of  manpower  well 
trained  over  a long  period  of 
time. 

Q?  When  do  you  inherit  this 
eight  years  of  obligated  service? 

A.  When  you  reach  18  Mi  years 
of  age. 

Q?  How  much  of  this  eight 
years  are  you  required  to  serve 
on  active  duty? 

A.  At  the  present  time,  two 
years.  The  remaining  six  years 
will  be  spent  in  the  reserves. 

Q?  By  going  to  college  do  I 
avoid  this  eight  years  service? 

A.  No — You  just  postpone  it 
for  that  period  of  time. 

Q?  Is  there  any  way  that  I 
can  start  serving  off  this  obliga- 
tion while  still  in  high  school? 

A.  Yes — By  joining  your  local 
marine  reserve  and  participating 
in  home  armory  training. 

Q?  If  I join  the  local  marine 
reserve  unit  and  start  retiring 
my  obligated  service,  is  there  a 
chance  that  I would  be  called 
before  I finish  school? 

A.  No — The  marine  corps  as- 
sures all  men  that  they  would 
not  be  called  under  any  circum- 
stances until  they  have  gradu- 
ated or  reached  the  age  of 
twenty.  Further,  the  marine 
corps  has  assured  each  reserv-

In  conclusion,  the  writer  is 
aware  that  many  questions  you 
may  have  relating  to  the  law  are 
unanswered  here  due  to  limited 
space,  however  enough  pertinent 
provisions  of  this  law  have  been 
answered  for  you  to  be  aware  of 
the  fact  that  in  the  near  future 
you  are  faced  with  eight  years 
of  military  service  so  that  you 
can  plan  your  future  accordingly.
